He fhowed Nerve on 
the Scaffold. 


DIED PROTESTING HIS INNOCEACE 


About 150 People Witness 
the Scene. 


To-Day's Sales of Oalifornia 
Grapes in the Hast. 


The Birchell Execution. 
By Associated Press. | 

Woopstocx (Ont.), Nov. 14.—At 
8 :29 o’clock this morning LVirchell was 
launched into eternity for tha murder 
of his fellow-countrymap, F. C. Ben- 
well. 

He partook sparingly of breakfast 
at 6 o’clock, and then began to pre- 
pare for the final ordeal. He put ona 
‘white flannel shirt with a coat and 
vest, but asked the turnkey to see this 
replaced after the execution by an or- 
dinary white shirt, with a starched 
collar and tie. He would not wear a 
siarched collar at the execution, he 
said, because it might interiere with 
placing the rope aroand his neck. 

At half-past 6, and from that on, a 
crowd began to collect in front of the 
jail, chiefly newspaper mea, from all 
over the country and from the United 
States. | 

At half-past 7 the doors of the jail 
were opened, and the crowd passed 
through to the yard in which the scaf- 
fold was erected, About 150 were ad- 
mitted. 

The executioner appeared on the 
scene at 7:35, rope in hand, and began 
to put things in order, 

The scaffold was made of three 
pieces of timber, six inches square, 
two uprights being sunk in the ground 
and the third timber crossed over the 
top. The rope ran over a pulley in 
this cross-beam, and a weight of 350 
pounds of iron was attached to the 
opposite end of the noose, being held 
up by a cord to a staple. Cutting 
this cord releases the weicht, which 
falls and jerks the condemned upward 
four feet. 

At 8:15, the hangman having com- 
pleted his preparations outside, he 
came in, wearing a long black Prince 
Albert coat, and removed night guard 
Midgler. He had a bard look about 
the mouth, but no tell-tale moistness 
about the eyes, and climbed the stairs 
and stood on the gallows beside Bir- 
chell’s corridor door. 

There the old soldier stcod gloomy 
and_sorrow/ul until the sad procession 
passed out and down the spiral steps. 
At 8:23 the execuiioner was beckoned 
to go up. He had been walking 
around the rotunda, and in his hands 
he held the straps with which to tie 
Birchell’s arms, waiting for the signal. 
He held behind his back and partly 
under the skirt of his coat, the russet 
colored straps, as he went up the 
stairs. 

A minute or two he took to strap 
the prisoner’s arms behind his back, 
and then the awful march to death 
began at 8:25. First came roral Dean 
Wade, in a surplice, reading the 
Church of England service for the 
dead ; behind Lim, a chamberlain, fol- 
lowed by A. D. Stewart and deputy 
Sheriff Perry. The prisoner came 
next, deathly pale, but resolute, his 
jaws being locked with the fixity of 
death. His siep was steady. His jet- 
black bair and moustache made the 
palor of hie face like marble. 

He was diessed in a dark-colored 


tweed suit, whiie flannel shiri with a| Mail 


black bow at the collar, and light pat- 
ent leather shoes. He looked so 
young, and there was such an expres- 
sion of unmovable resolution and an- 
daunted courage, that men who saw 
him and knew him to be worthy of 
death in the eye of the law, ,orgot 
that he shot a friend in a dark and 
lonely swamp. 

The faces cf half of the men there 
were as white as that of the doomed 
man. At the foot of the spiral stair- 
way the procession re-formed, and his 
friend, Leetham, walked on one side 
of the prisoner, with day guard George 
on the other. Jailer Cameron followed 
them, and then came the hangman. 
The aged Sheriff was supported to the 
door of the corridor overlooking the 
west yard. 

The march was siow along the cor- 
ridor and out into the yard. Leetham 
walked close and held one hand in 
both of his, with all the assurance of 
a friend's hea ty clasp. 

The principal actors in the tragedy 
stopped with their charge 15 feet from

‘portance of that in which they were 
taking a part. They felt an over 
powering pity for the white-faced 
young man standing on the threshold 
| of eternity 

His eyes had not a trace of the 
frivolity that had lightened his im- 
prisonment. As he stood listening to 
the low-toned priest, they were fixed 
on the blue sky over to the north. 
There was not a hunted look, nor was 
there any fear iu his eyes, but a fixed 
purpose seemed to resume his reason. 
It is nos possible to imagine the ex- 


lifetime in that hour, and there was 
no one there but would have shared 
the strain of his terrible ordeal. It 
was not despair, but he had strung 
his whole being to die game. 

At the words of ‘“‘dust to dust’’ in 
the service, Bircheil stepped firmly 
forward and took his place under the 
sraffold with his face to the south and 
turned up slightly. He took Leet- 
ham’s hands in his and the friends 
kissed under the gallows. 

The executioner put the straps 
around the prisoner’s legs just above 
the knees. When the clergyman took 
Birchell’s hand and kissed him tbe 
witnesses were sure the end was near, 
and the suspense was terrible. 
terrible on the witnesses, no. buman 
knowledge can say how terrible it w° 
to the man standing alone there on 
the greensward. As the priest en- 
tered upon the Lord’s Prayer, the ex- 
ecutioner put the black cap over the 
head of the doomed man and adjusted 
the noose about his neck. 

Birchell had declared he would say 
nothing at the scaffold, and his silence 
seemed by the intensity of his pur- 
to be concentrated a hundred 
times. He had not said a word after 
leaving his cell, except it might have 
been to mutter a word to Leetham, or 
when he bade him good-bye. 
At 8:27, six minutes aiter the pro- 
cession started from the corridor, at 
the words “‘ deliver us from evil,’’ he 
gave a signal, and a quick pull on a 
small rope by the executioner, who 
stood behind the law’s victim, released 
the immense weight. It dropped with 
the rapidity of thought, and sank six 
or eight incbes into the ground by the 
force of its weight. 
Birchell had been placed close to 
one of the uprights, and the jerk of 
the noose drew the body first obliquely 
and then up. Ttie body was jerked 
into the air about five feet, and fell 
until his feet were within two feet of 
the ground. Convulsions commenced 
half a minute later, but were not at 
all violent, more resembling heavy 
breathing, with a slight twitching of 
the hands and legs. 
At 8:30'¢ the convulsions ceased, 
and at 8:35 Dr. Chamberlain declared 
life extinct. He said Birchell’s neck 
was broken. 
Mrs. Birchell remained in the cell 
with ber husband till one o’clock this 
morning, when she was led away 
weeping. Birchell slept but little, 
bat his demeanor during the night re- 
mained unchanged. He had an im- 
pression that some one would publish 
a bogus confession by him, so he pr 
pared the following as his final state- 
ment: 

Woopsrock Jain, Nov. 10, 1890. 

All rights reserved. 

If after my death there shall appear 
in the press or in any other manner 
whatsoever, any confession that I had 
any hand in the murder of F. C. Ben- 
weil, or had any personal knowledge 
of said murder, with iatent or malice 
aforethought, or any personal connec- 
tion with the murder on the 17th of 
February or on other days, or any 
know! that any such murder was 
likely to be committed, or any state- 
ment, further than any that | may 
have made public previous to this 
date, I hand this statement to the 
care of George Perry of Woodstoc , 
Ontario, that be may know that anv 
confession or part of any confession is 
entirely fictitious and in no way ev « 
written by me, neither emanated — 
me in any way whatever to any 
son, and that the whole is fictit one 
and without a word of truth. This 
likewise applies to my story in the 
, in which I have made no cou- 
feasion or partial confession. This 


holds good throughoat. | 
(Signed :) Reo. Brrcweg..

Cure for Tubercal

Bertm, Nov. 14.—Prof. Koch bas 
published an article on the cure of 
tuberculosis. He states that the cur- 
ative lymph itself can be obtained 
from Dr. Libbertz, whose address is 
No. 24 Lueneberger Strasse, Berlin. 
The lymph is described as consisting 
of a brownish transparent liquid, so 
prepared as to be prcof against deter- 
ioration. When diluted with water 
for use the matter is liable to decay. 
It is necessary, therefore, that attenu- 
ations be ;3rfectly ‘sterilized by heat 
and preserved in wadding covering or 
prepared with a preparation of phenol 
fifty percentage strong. When taken 
into the stomach the curative matter 
proves to have no effect. It must be 
applied sub-cultaneously by means of 
a valveless syringe, which must be 
rinsed with absolute alcohol and kept 
in a perfectly aseptic condition.

From the second annual report 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for the year ending June 
80, 1889, we glean the following 
interesting informatiou concerning 
our leading local railroad, the Vir- | 
ginia & Truckee, viz.: 

The total capital stock is $5,193,- 
466; amount per mile of line is 
$99,491. In this connection, by 
way of explanation, it is claimed 
that railroad bonds and all forms 
of debt incident to the operation 
of a road should be included along 
with stock in the capitalization of 
railway property. The above val- 
uation is based en the total mile- 
age of the road as being a fraction 
over 52 miles. In comparison 
the Southern Pacific system has 
a total of 5,998 miles, and a 
capital of $118,519,996, showing 
the amount per mile of line te be 
$19,855. 

Next we observe with interest 
that the passenger earnings of ihe 
V.& T. was $89,286, or an average 
revenue per passenger a mie of 
5.784—nearly 6 cents. This, com- 
pared with the Southern Pacific | 
average ef 2.169 cents, shows the 
rate of our local road to be nearly 
three times as high. 

The freight earnings of the V. & 
T. for 1889 were $626,407, or an 
average per ton a mile of 9.811 
cents—nearly 10 cents, This, as 
compared with the average of the 
Southern Pacific, which is given at 
1.517 cents, or about 1 1-2 cents per 
mile, is a rate over six times as 
high. 

The freight earning per train a 
mile of the V. & T. was $10 57, 
while that of the Southern Pacific 
was $2 14. 

The proportion of operating ex- 
penses to the operating income of 
the V. & T. was a fraction over 50 
per cent., while with the Southern 
Pacific it was over 67 per cent. 

And in this connection it is in- 
teresting to note that the average 
cost of carrying one passenger one 
mile throughout the United States 
is less than two cents; the average 
cost of carrying one ton of freight 
ope mile is .593 cents, a little more 
than half’a cent; the average rev- 
enue per ton of freight per mile is 
.922, or less than one cent; the 
average revenue per train mile, 
passenger trains, is $1 06; the ay- 
erage cost of running a passerger 
train one mile is .83 cents; the ay- 
erage revenue per train mile, 
freight trains, is $1 65; and the 
average cost of running a freight 
train per mile is $1 06; and the 
average percentage of operating 
expenses to operating income is 66. 
ceuts. In this last item the rate of 
the V. & T. is, as stated elsewhere, 
50 per cent., which is much below 
the average, and very few roads in 
the United States reach as low. 
The cost of carrying one ton of 
freight per mile on the V. & T. isa 
fraction over five cents; the cost of 
carrying one passenger one mile is 
2.979 cents, or nearly three cents, 
or ten. times as much for freight, 
and three times as much for pas- 
sengors as the average throughout 
the United States. 

The total earnings of the Y, & T. 
for the year 1889 was $729.440; the 
total operating expenses and fixed 
charges were $402,454; the divi- 
dend paid was $300,000, and the 
amount of interest paid on the 
funded debt was $12,375.

4& Man Whe is Thought Te Be 


The San Francisco Bulletin of the 
13th inst. says: This morning Joseph 
L. Stillman, who several months ago 
shot and killed John D. Fiske, the 
Fresno theatrical manager, passed 
through the city en route to San Quen- 
tin, where, unless the Governor in- 


tervenes, be wil] epend the rest of his 
life. He wasin charge of Sheriff J. 
M. Hensley. While waiting in a City 
Prison cell Stillman was interviewed 
by a Bulletin reporter. He is a man 


of slight physique, obout 35 or 40 years 
of age, and wears a, stubbly beard. 
His eves are ewollen"and bloodshot; 
their expression is wild and frightened. 
His face is haggard and he not 
look as though be will serve manv 
years of his sentence. He was very 
rto talk, aod ina rambling way 
told the reporter all about why he 
shot Fiske, how many years he had 
studied in order to; rfect certain in- 
ventions which he claims are of great 
value. His voive is shrill and thin 
and very often during the interview 
he became so excited and worked up 
that he entirely lost sight of it and 
to sob. 
‘I always lived an honest life,”’ he 
said, “until this thing happened. I 
was crazy when I shot Fiske. They 
‘doped’ me and got me to doit. If it, 
hadn’t been for that yo: couldn’t have 
got me to do what I did, if yoa offered 
ue this prison full of gold.”’ 
‘* Who ‘doped’ you?”’ was asked. 
“ Why, I can’t tell you here, put you 
come over to the prison and I'll tell 
youthen. If I toll you now they’d 
kill me before I got across the Lay. 
What I am anxious about now is to 
have my taree s.nall children taken 
care of. They wouldn’t let me see 
them before Icameaway. This thing 
killed my wiie. She died last week, 
worried to death. They got me io 
kill Fiske so they could take away my 
patents. Oneof them, a car-c»upler, 
is worth $1,500,000. I[ got seven or 
eight, and they are worth millions of 
dollars. I hope the Governor will 
pirdon me in a few years. Then I 
can take them up, and care for my 
children properly.”’ 
It is the opinion of the officials‘at 
the City Prison and all thoce who 
have conversed with him that Stillman 
is crazy.

As Compared With the Present 
Metheds on .he Comstock. 
The fir-t silver mine was opened at 
Zacatecas, Central Mexico, in 1547, 
but long before that time, when it be- 
came known to white men, the-In- 
dians had made use of the silver found 
pleatifully in the mountain ranze, and 
although the amount since taken out 
is -beyond calculation, the supply 
seems to remain unexhausted. 
Water has always been the great- 
est obstacle of the Zacatecas miner. 
Until within late years pumps were 
unknown in this region, and even now 
they are in use in but few of therich- 
est mines. So long as the working is 
above the valley, drai iage is effected 
by means of a lateral tunnel. When 
this plan cannot be adopted the water 
is hoisted to the suriace in leather 
bags holding about a ion of water 
each, by means of a windlass workcd 
by horse power. This is not really 
the utterly slow and hopeless oj -ra- 
tion that it seems to be, for the horses 
move at a brisk trot, and every por- 
tion of the work is periormed with all 
possible celevity ; yet even when man- 
most effectively it obviously is 
incapable of keeping under «control 
the wat rin a wet and deep mine.
